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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument that Yamamoto does not disclose 
"a steering -pull comepnsator responsive to a signal indicative of a valid detection cycle for modyigying said torque-assist command to 
the electric motor by an offset corresponding to a detected steering-pull condition" is not convining. Yamamoto discloses a system that 
accounts for a disturbance such as crosswinds that affect the steering operation by adjusting the steering torque similar to what is 
disclosed by the applicant and sufficient enough to read on the claims. Yamamoto discloses a system that adjusts the steering torque s 
the driver does not have to. In reference to the second argument, a valid detection cycle has been interpretted to be the detection of a 
lateral dynamic condition of the vehicle that spurs the response from the reaction computing unit. Applicant seems to have taken a 
much narrower interpretation of this limitation. If the Applicant wishes to more narrowly define this limitation it is suggested that the 
claims be amended to reflect this. The arguments with repsect to claims 5 and 27 are convinving and the rejections are withdrawn.
